There is no provision of state 
law authorizing or requiring a di­ 
vision of gasoline tax, motor ve­ 
hicle registration and license fees 
between the country commission­ 
er districts of a county, Assistant 
Attorney General C. S. Beck said 
today.

To that Beck reiterated that the 
law makes no authorization for, 
or division of, the funds, and add-

| science.” 
He continued "w e are inclined 
to hold that any reasonable action 
taken by he board would be sus­ 
tained. There is no appeal from 
this action of the board, the only 
remedy available to the dissatis- 
I fled commissioner might possibly 
be to have it reviewed by a pe-

F ro st In P r a i r i e S la te s 


CHICAGO, Sep t. 17 — (A P )—Tall corn in th# m id w estern p rairie 
land s, the bose u |>on which mu ch of the nation's fu tu re food su p p lies 
will be bu ilt, is tu rning from green to brown in these late su m m er 
d ay s—ev id ence that the crop is m atu ring. 
With the tang of au tu m n alread y in tho air, the 
bumper corn 
crop , largest in the nation s history , is again a race with time. This 
y ear it is late in m atu ring, and to get a good q u ality crop ex p erts 
said it was necessary for the grain to m atu re before frosts. 
"D u ring the last week,” the Bald win Eelv ator Co. of Decatu r, 
111., said tod ay , "there has been a v ery d efinite change in the ap p ear­ 
ance of corn field s. The hu sks and stalks hav e changed from d eep 
green to the brown shad e of m atu rity .” 
Co rn Is "Denting.” 
G rain ex p erts ex p lained that the corn is "d enting”—which m eant 
that little d ents, or creases, w ere ap p earing on the top of those y ellow 
kernels which y ou eat when y ou ord er corn-on-the-cob. 
This in tu rn m eant that the corn w'as d ry ing ou t, that m oistu re 
was w ithd raw ing from the kernels, leav ing the ind entu re on top , and 
that the kernel was hard ening. It shou ld be hard ened if corn is to 
escap e d am age when the early frosts ap p ear. 
A v isible ev id ence of this p rocess of natu re w as p rov id ed In the 
browning field s of the corn belt, from Ohio on the east across the 
p rairies to N ebraska on the west. 
Two Weeks Needed. 
It is u p on corn, crop analy sts p ointed ou t, that m u ch of Am er­ 
ica’s food economy rests. The grain is fed to farm anim als and p ou l­ 
try to p rod u ce m eat and d airy p rod u cts. 
Ed Boerner of Harris, Up ham St Co., said tha t abou t two weeks 
more of good w eather, w ithou t frost, were need ed if the crop was to 
m atu re in best cond ition. 
Arter com has m atu red , it may rem ain in field s throu ghou t the 
w inter w ithou t su ffering d am age. C. M. G alv in of Jam es E. Ben­ 
nett St Co., said . 
He ad d ed that most corn, how ev er, was harv ested 
before Christm as.

Roy al Bell of Lamson Brothers Sc Co., gav e the following av erage 
d ate of first killing frosts in m ajor corn belt states: 
W isconsin and
